Also, since he is a neophyte, most, if 
not all, operation will be by list, probably through P29JS, who has also been helping from the 
start. This means QSO rate will be one-third of what it could be if there were no list, 
(Listmaster takes all calls on list, passes list to listee, listee works list, three step 
process, one-third the rate.) So, with that in mind, antenna and tower sales should be 

quite high for the next two weeks, 'cause only the deserving will make the list. Ona positive 
note, it is expected that future trips will be more frequent, and that an experienced operator 
will go at that time. :
